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tion course of the 1st Air Div in Eautzen. He was to be succeeded there by 
his deputy, Senior Lieutenant Zwie&er (fnu ) , who had served in the former 
German Armed Forces as a radio operator * ’ 
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The 1st VPL Div conducted basic flight training. Except for the regimental 
commanders and a limited number of other people none of the flight 
trainees ever had any previous flight training. The pilot trainees 
were beginners and had not been trained elsewhere. Except for two pilot 
trainees in Bautzen who were still trained by flying instructors in late 
December, the pilot trainees at all three airfields of the 1st VPL Div prac- 
ticed solo flying. Those at Bautzen had made the least progress in flying 
due to unfavorable conditions such as fog, rainfall and soft ground. The 
trainees at Cottbus and Kamenz had almost finished up the aerobatics pro- 
gram* The trainees were supposed to fly loops, rolls to the right and left 
and practice pulling out of a spin. The demands made on the trainees were 
considered relatively low.

J Comment . Previous reports mentioned the existence of a radar detach- 
irent at the division headquarters and the training of radar operators* How- 
ever, they mentioned no radar sets at the individual airfields of the VPL.
